Murray Lashe s Out 


At Two Labo r Bills 


W A SH IN G TO N .

C IO President Philip Murray said 
today that industrialists, delaying 
wage raises until Congress acts 
on 
labor bills, threaten to force great 
strikes in America. 
In biting words to 250 C IO lead­ 
ers assembled to fight, congressional 
labor bills. Murray said such strikes 
would threaten not only Americas 
economic stability but that of “ many 
other nations” which look to Amer­ 
ica. 
He did not say that 
such stop­ 
pages are imminent. 
But he attrib­ 
uted to employers a "threat to force 
strikes upon the people” and ex­ 
pressed the hope that “surely the 
employers will not assume that haz­ 
ard ln 1947.” 
Murray assailed the two big labor 
bills pending 
in Congress 
as “ the 
first, real step toward the develop­ 
ment 
of 
fascism 
in 
the 
United 
States." 
CTO Opens Driv e Ag a inst Bills 
Tlie meeting opened a nationwide 
drive In which the 
CIO, 
with Its 
6,000,000 members, will fight the bills 
by mass meetings, radio broadcasts, 
newspaper advertisements, visits and 
telegrams to Congress, lenflets, pe­ 
titions, and other means. 
The drive was 
launched 
as the 
legislation reached the action stage; 
in the Republican-controlled Con- f 
gress. 
The House start* debate on : 
Tuesday, with passage expected on! 
Friday. The Senate Labor Commit­ 
tee plans to finish work on it* bill 
tomorrow. 
A sharp exchange over Commun­ 
ism took place in the meeting. 
Murray did not Interfere with the 
speches on Communism 
but com­ 
mented later.

There was a brief flareup of the 
conflict within the C IO on this Is­ 
sue when Irving Potash, vice prcsi 
dent of the Fur Workers Union, ap­ 
pealed to the meeting not to join an- 
ti-CommunLst “ witch hunts." 
“ I speak to you a* a Communist," 
Potash said. “ Not, one of you sitting 
in this room will buy peace for him­ 
self by Joining these witch hunts.

On Top Measures

The House Foreign 
Affairs Committee does not expert 
to finish its work on the Greek- 
Turkey proposal and sent It to the 
floor for a House vote until the end 
of the month. The Senate Labor 
Committee plans to complete its 
work on a labor measure tomorrow 
but when the Senate will vote is 
uncertain. 
The Senate, which will be In re­ 
cess tomorrow for the opening base­ 
ball game, has sidetracked all con­ 
troversial legislation, Including rent

MOSCOW. April 13 t/P)— An auth­ 
oritative informant disclosed today 
that behind-the-scenes negotiations 
had resulted in an argreement with 
France on German coal allotments, 
thus removing one of 
the chief 
stumbling 
blocks 
at 
the Foreign 
Ministers conference. 
This development came as the 
ministers prepared to take up to­ 
morrow the American proposal for 
a 40-year four-power pact against 
Germany. 
Most 
delegates 
agreed 
that this represented a climax in 
the Moscow meeting. 
Early in the conference French 
Minister Georges Bidualt declared 
that France was not willing to agree 
on economic unity of Germany un­ 
til she was assured of sufficient coal. 
British Foreign Secretary. Ernest 
Bevin deplored Bldault's position, 
but with the United States acting 
as 
mediator 
an 
agreement 
was 
reached which was satisfactory to 
the thrpc western powers, the in­ 
formant said. 
Coal deliveries to France will be 
on a sliding scale, depending U|H>n 
German 
production, 
w i t h 
the 
French assured by certain amounts 
in all events, the informant add­ 
ed. 
The 
informant 
said 
that 
the 
agreement envisages France receiv­ 
ing the bulk, if not all of the coal 
In the Saar, on the assumption that 
this region will be integrated econ­ 
omically with France. 
The Russians have not agreed to 
the economic merger, and if they 
continue to withhold consent a new' 
agreement of the western powers 
will 
be necessary. It was under­ 
stood, however, that the new ar­ 
rangements would 
be more of a 
technical and legal nature, would 
not 
involve 
new 
principles, 
and 
could be achieved without difficulty.

</h>—The United Nations today of­ 
ficially called a special session of 
the General Assembly for April 28 
to take up the Palestine question. 
W ith this step the United Nations 
moved into the most crucial period 
in its history with the momentous 
issues of the Holy Land, Greece and

of 
the 16-month-old 
peace agency. 
The problem of Palestine, which 
Britain failed to solve satisfactorily 
in 30 years, may be the most tick­ 
lish issue ever to reach the United 
Nations, in view of the racial, re­ 
political implications, 
the 55 nations brought 
the extra assembly in 
Secretary-General Try­ 
gve 
Lie announced 
the call upon 
receiving affirmative replies from 29 
nations, one more than necessary. 
Lie said that Fernand Van Lnn- 
genhove, chairman of the Belgian 
delegation, would preside pending 
election of a president. 
Paul Henri- 
Spaak, Belgian Premier and presi­ 
dent of the regular Assembly, will 
be unable to attend. 
Lie’s notification listed only Pal­ 
estine on the agenda, with the key 
item "constituting and instructing a 
special committee to prepare for 
consideration 
of the 
question of 
Palestine at the second regular ses­ 
sion (in September)." 
The United 
Nation's 
five Arab 
states, which 
opposed the 
special 
session on the ground that Britain 
failed 
to offer 
recommendations, 
have not voted. 
Paris El Khoury, Syrian delegate 
to the Security Council and princi­ 
pal Arab spokesman in the United 
States, said the Arab states "would 
send delegations to defend their 
case.” He added that their presence 
here would mean they agree to the

Shelton said the union’s local No. 
3H was demanding reopening of it* 
contract on wages with the St. Louis 
Newspaper Publishers* Association, 
of which tlu* city's three large dall­ 
ies are members.

pressmen hud demanded a wag»* in­ 
crease of $9.50 a week and that the 
Newspaper 
Publishers’

had made an offer of a $4 weekly 
increase and offered to arbitrate. 
The pressmen s present wage scale 
is $73 a week for day work and 


$73.50 for night work. 
The St. Louis Star-Times, third 
member of the association, does not 
publish on Sundays.

John L. Lewis’ safety shutdown of 
the soft coal mines was ended today 
and the miners ready to go back 
to work but the threat of a full- 
fledged strike June 30 hung heavier.

City An d Co u n ty Pro b ab le 
It Is not at- all improb ab le that. Cumb erland, and 
A .epanv County , too, will adopt Day light Saving 
Time during the coming Summer months if it is found 
the law will permit such a move. 
Fast time was first invoked in this country on a 
ra**onwide b asis b y an act of Congress during World 
W,tr I. During the interim until World War II some 
o! our larger cities and a few scattered communities 
continued the practice. Since the last glob al conflict, 
and after Congress repealed the Summer Time law, 
more and more communities have b een returning to 
the custom. 
Many nearb y communities decreed Day light Sav* 
* :* Time la t vear, and the numb er In the state is 
d* i; a increased this y ear, either through legislation 
approved b y the recent session of the Mary land Gen­ 
eral Assemb ly , or b y councilmanic action since. 
There can b e little doub t b ut that the people of 
the city and county , in general, favor Day light Saving 
T.me and inasmuch as this Is not what might b e 
coi. dcred an agricultural section of any great 1m- 
r :* 
there is little opposition to b e expected to such 
a n 
ove from 
that source. Any way , farm folk start 
♦hi ir day tasks long b efore sunrise and continue 
moth their chores until long after sundown, so it 
m sk<. little difference to them if their city and county 
cousins go on fast time.

HE discovery of penicillin popu­ 
larized the word “antib iotic.” 
The name is apropos inasmuch 
as it describ es a phenomenon 
of nature, in which one organism is 
employ ed to inhib it the growth ot 
another. Today the phy sician has 
many agents of this ty pe tha t can 
b e used to comb at infection. 
After penicillin came gramicidin, 
then gtretomy cin, and now b acitra­ 
cin, with dozens of others in b e­ 
tween. Some ot these remedies are 
prepared 
from 
fungi 
and 
others 
from 
b acteria. 
In treatm ent, the 
germs themselves are not injected 
as they do not have the power to 
overwhelm 
infection. 
It 
Is 
their 
secretions 'tha t do the trick. The 
mechanism can b e compared to the 
sting of a b ee. The injury done b y 
the 
insect 
is 
harmless 
b ut 
the 
venom introduced produces a 
r e a c ­ 
tion. In order to ob tain the a n ti­ 
b iotic in a form that can b e used to 
light disease, the plants or organ­ 
isms are grown artificially in the 
lab oratory , their juices are collected 
and purified, and placed in con­ 
tainers. 
Each preparation has 
its 
own 
sphere ot usefulness. Penicillin is 
effective against such “b ugs ’ as the 
streptococcus, staphly ococcus, pneu­ 
mococcus, 
gonococcus,, 
and 
those 
causing sy philis b ut Is powerless 
when it comes to certain other in ­ 
vaders. Streptomy cin, on the other 
hand, is b eing employ ed in tub er­ 
culosis, tularemia, and various other 
maladies. 
Consequently , 
scientists 
are on the lookout for more and 
more sub stances of this ty pe in the 
hope that they can eliminate more 
and more maladies. 
Bacitracin is the newest and, ac­ 
cording to Meleney and Johnson, is 
valuab le in surgical infections. It 
attacks many of the same species 
tiiat y ield 
to ixmlciHln. and 
will 
prob ab ly b e used as an alternate. 
Unlike penicillin, it Is derived from 
a germ and was found originally 
in contam inated wounds. The grand- 
daddv of this group was first ob ­ 
served in the tissues of a 7 y ear old 
girl, M argaret Tracey , who was suf­ 
fering from a compound fracture of 
one of the b ones of a leg. In her 
honor, the new remedy was named 
“b acitracin.” 
The material has b een used in 100 
cases and a favorab le response oc- 
cured In 88 per cent. Among the 
lesions treated were b oils, a b ces.ses 
on the face and in and ab out tlie 
chest, ulcers, sties, infected cy sts, 
and even impetigo. Most of these 
disturb ances will respond to peni­ 
cillin altho in this series t lie older 
wonder drug was tried unsuccess­ 
fully m a few patients. Tlu» opposite 
situation was also true. No mention 
was made b y these authors of Its 
use 
in pneumonia, sinus troub le, 
certain heart infections, or b lood 
poisoning—orders on which 
peni­ 
cillin usually works like a charm. 
But it is comforting to know tha t 
another weapon is availab le should 
sensitivity to penicillin exist or fail­ 
ure ensue for any reason. 
Bacitracin can 
b e 
incorporated 
into a salve or a watery solution 
tha t can b e applied locally or in ­ 
jected 
hy podermically . 
It 
is 
not 
toxic and was well tolerated b v the 
majority of individuals who were 
treated. This is an im portant ob ­ 
jective since many of the antib io­ 
tics upon which research has b een 
done proved too dangerous for use 
on hum an b eings.

irsten Flagstad Is a Norwegian 
soprano especially skilled in 
W a g n e r i a n roles. Among 
t h os e 
competent 
to 
judge 
such things. Flagstad is currently 
the greatest of 
all such singers, 
b eing possessed of voice and d ra ­ 
matic 
capacity suitab le 
for 
this 
particular form of art. 
Richard W agner was not only a 
composer, poet and dram atist; he 
was an intense nationalist, deeply 
influenced b y those who insisted 
upon the leadership in the European 
culture of Teutonic concepts of life. 
His operas revived the spirit of T eu­ 
tonic tradition and although w rit­ 
ten 
b efore 
Hitler 
was b orn, 
in- 
Huenced the whole Nordic trend In 
Europe of which Hitlerism was a 
manifestation. Of all who composed 
lor opera, Wagner alone represents 
not only a musical essay b ut also 
r politics 1 and philosophic move­ 
ment. 
A person devoted to Wagnerian 
roles Is likely to b e influenced b y 
W agnerian philosophy , for wherea.tr 
it is passib le to sing lieder written 
b y composers from Schub ert to I r ­ 
ving Berlin without the need for 
profound study of motive and mood, 
it is not possib le to b e devoted to 
W agner without b eing affected b y 
him. Lauritz Melchoir will b e given 
as an example of error of my state­ 
ment, for he, unlike Kirsten Flag­ 
stad, remained impervious to G er­ 
manic b landishments in spite of his 
competence as a W agnerian tenor. 
The answer to tha t is that some 
are affected one wav and some a n ­ 
other, b ut nob ody can b e in asso­ 
ciation with Wagner, alive or dead, 
without b eing influenced or repelled 
b y him. To many , W agner is the 
greatest of all composers of opera. 
So when war came Kirsten Flag* 
stad was in the dilemma of associa­ 
tion and she cho.se to return 
to 
Norway via Germany . In Norway her 
husb and was apparently one of the 
Quisling group of Pro-Nazi b usiness 
men and was eventually indicted for 
it. 
The war 
Is now some two y ears 
gone. Hitler is dead and G erm any 
has b ecome the ward of the United 
States, which 
Is lab oring for her 
survival as a nation at the Moscow 
Conference. It Is not prob ab le tha t 
Kirsten Flagstad understands the 
econo mica « nd politics of the cur­ 
rent American policy b etter than 


she did of the Roosevelt policy and 
the M orgenthau Plan. Musicians are 
notoriously one-tracked 
personali­ 
ties, devoted to their speciality . 
Nevertheless, each hum an b eing Is 
responsib le for his own choice and 
K irsten Flagstad Is responsib le for 
hers. But does such responsib ility 
justify a life-long, venomous, vin­ 
dictive jiersecution b y private indi­ 
viduals b ent on receiving their pound 
of flesh? Actually tha t is whkt is 
happening. A camarilla of private 
persecutors, ignoring the legal fact 
tha t the Norwegian government pro­ 
vided her with a passport to come 
to this country and that the govern­ 
m ent of the United States permitted 
her to enter and live here, devote 
themselves to vilification, attack and 
b oy cott. They arrogate to themselves 
a routine function of government. 
Most of those who engage in this 
campaign of hate call themselves 
“lib erals.” They ask for tolerance. 
They demand the riRhl of difference 
of opinion. They ask lor Justice for 
themselves b ut reject it for others. 
They denounce a.s persecution every 
m anifestation of dislike for and dis­ 
crimination against themselves, b ut 
insist upon their right to dislike any ­ 
one and to discriminate against any ­ 
one They protest persecution and 
b oy cott, b ut they persecute and b oy ­ 
cott. They are totally without pity , 
mercy , charity or understanding of 
hum an vagaries. They make hate 
their standards and b razen it b efore 
the world. 
So they try to spoil Flagstad's 
concerts b y frightening audiences 
away . They create the impression 
tha t they will send rowdies to her 
concerts who will em b arrass the 
audiences. They live in a frenzy of 
sadism, tortured lest approving lis­ 
teners applaud Flagstad’s Isolde, b e­ 
cause they oppose what they assume 
is her politics. 
Of course, they will fail. As long 
as Flagstad's voice holds, those who 
thrill to the music of W agner will 
want to hear her in Die Walkuere 
or in Lohengrin or in The Ring.

is 
passib le 
to 
enjoy 
the 
art 
of Jo 
Davidson, 
for in ­ 
stance. while despising his politics, 
just 
as it is possib le to 
listen to 
Prokofieff w i t h o u t rememb ering 
tha t he Is a Communist. Art is a 
gift 
from God unspoiled 
b y 
the 
political stupidities of its angels.

Until y oung 
people want to learn, they won't 
learn; when they do want to learn 
the b est education is freely at their 
service. Education and religion are 
the hope of democracy ; b ut just 
now most people are impervious to 
good ideas, immune to wise advice 
and hard b oiled on every front. 
People are getting information b y 
newspapers, radio and movies; b ut 
not wisdom and self-control. These 
latter are spiritual qualities which 
we get only b y our mother's knees, 
or on our own knees. We question 
the crude dogma of the old fashion­ 
ed revivalists; b ut they have chang­ 
ed more lives for the b etter than all 
the school committees of America. 
W hether people can ’t learn or won’t 
leam , I do not know; b ut 1 am 
very sure tha t spending more tax 
money on schools will not solve 
juvenile delinquency . 
Children Need Work 
This present howl for more money 
for schools as a solution to our so­ 
cial troub les reminds me of the other 
cure-alls which have b een offered 
during my day . When I started in 
b usiness T R. Roosevelt was b usting 
the Trusts as a 
cure-all. G reat 
lights resulted in dissolving the T o­ 
b acco Trust, the Standard Oil Trust 
and the Railroad Trusts. Yet. after 
these popular movements were put 
over, the cost of tob acco, oil and 
freight was higher than ever. W om­ 
a n s suffrage. Prohib ition and the 
New Deal were all tried with good 
intentions; b ut with what results? 
If more money will get us more 
conscientious 
and 
devoted 
school 
teachers, well and good; b ut it won't. 
Our schools are too imb edded in lo­ 
cal politic« . 
Gy mnasiums, school 
b ands, b asket b all and the other 
extra-curricular 
stuff, 
does 
not 
make wiser children. It would do 
far more good to relax the laws now 
preventing 
the 
employ ment 
of 
children during vacation. Moreover, 
minimum wage laws should not ap­ 
ply to any under 21 y ears of age. 
Young people learn mostly through 
apply ing their knowledge. MORE 
work is what they need. Let’s return 
to the apprentice sy stem. 
Adult Educa tion 
This b rings me to the sub ject of 
adult education. T he b rain is much 
like the b lood. As the b lood can ab ­ 
sorb only so much vitamin, so the 
b rain 
can 
ab sorb 
only so much 
knowledge. Hence, education will lie 
improved, not b y spending more 
money on present high schools, b ut 
b y encouraging more self-supporting 
adult courses and serving people 
when they finally want, to learn 
something.

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Daylight Saving Time For 
City And County Probable 
It Is not at all improbable that Cumberland, and 
Allegany County, too, will adopt Daylight Saving 
Time during the coming Summer months if it Is found 
the law will permit such a move. 
Fa t time was first invoked in this country on a 
r.ationwide basks by an act of Congress during World 
War I. During the interim until World War II some 
of our larger cities and a few scattered communities 
continued the practice. Since the last global conflict, 
and after Congress repealed the Slimmer Time law, 
more and more communities have been returning to 
the custom. 
Many nearby communities decreed Daylight Sav- 
ir.p Time last year, and the number In the state is 
b* mg increased this year, either through legislation 
approved by the recent session of the Maryland Gen­ 
eral Assembly, or by councilman^ action since. 
There can be little doubt but that the people of 
the city and county, in general, favor Daylight Saving 
T.me, and inasmuch as this Ls not what might be 
considered an agricultural section of any great im­ 
port. there is little opposition to be expected to such 
a move from that source. Anyway, farm folk start 
thilr day tasks long before sunrise and continue 
ar. th their chores until long after sundown, so it 
makes little difference to them if their city and county 
cousins go on fast time. 
Of course, adoption of Daylight Saving time will 
be accompanied by some confusion. Railroads, for 
instance, will adhere to Standard Time, which means 
"ha! 
hould Cumberland and the County turn their 
clocks up it will be necessary to keep in mind that 
trains leave an hour earlier than the timepieces in 
homes and of individuals register. 
Fa st time would give those who toil from early 
morning until late in the day more daylight in which 
*o engage in home activities and hobbles, while chil­ 
dren would be given the benefit of longer periods of 
v noir some sunshine during the time they are out of 
sc hool for the Summer vacation. All in all. the bene-

A news .service writer reporting from Moscow, finds 
the foreign ministers’ conference turning into a

previous meetings in Paris and New York. 
Day after day, Mr. Molotov has harangued the 
s c io n s with dull reiterations aimed solely at the 
gallery, at home and abroad. 
He has refused to 
modify any of Russia's fantastic demands, and has 
ignored or ridiculed all our counter-proposals. 
Germany, as that writer points out. is able to 
ex.st at a near-starvatiOn level by American and 
British subsidies. 
She cannot become self-support­ 
ing much less produce a surplus, without several 
years of Allied pump-priming. 
The Russians know

Yet Mr Molotov proposes not 
one but three obvious Impossibilities:

BACITRACIN, A NEW 
WONDER DRCO 
T 


HE discovery of penicillin popu­ 
larized the word “antibiotic.’* 
The name is apropos inasmuch 
as it describes a phenomenon 
of nature, in which one organism is 
employed to inhibit the growth of 
another. Today the physician has 
many agents of this type th at can 
be used to combat infection. 
After penicillin came gramicidin, 
then stretomycin, and now bacitra­ 
cin, with dozens of others in be- . 
tween. Some of these remedies are 
prepared from fungi and others 
from bacteria. In treatm ent, the 
germs themselves are not injected 
as they do not have the power to 
overwhelm 
infection. 
It 
is their 
secretions ’th at do the trick. The 
mechanism can be compared to the 
sting of a bee. The injury done by 
the 
inaect 
is 
harmless 
but 
the 
venom introduced produces a rcac- 
tion. In order to obtain the anti­ 
biotic in a form that can be used to 
light disease, the plants or organ­ 
isms are grown artificially in the 
laboratory’, their Juices are collected 
and purified, and placed in con­ 
tainers. 
Each preparation has 
its 
own 
sphere of usefulness. Penicillin is 
effective against such “bugs" as tile 
streptococcus, staphlyococcus, pneu­ 
mococcus. gonococcus,, and those 
causing syphilis but is powerless 
when it comes to certain other in­ 
vaders. Streptomycin, on the other 
hand, is being employed in tuber­ 
culosis. tularemia, and various other 
maladies. 
Consequently, 
scientists 
are on the lookout for more and 
more substances of this type in the 
hojic that they can eliminate more 
and more maladies. 
Bacitracin is the newest and. ac­ 
cording to Meleney and Johnson, is 
valuable in surgical infections. It 
attacks many of the same species 
th at yield to penicillin . and will 
probably be used as an alternate. 
Unlike penicillin, it Is derived from 
a germ and was found originally 
in contam inated wounds. The grand- 
daddy of this group was first ob­ 
served in the tissues of rn 7 year old 
girl, M argaret Tracey, who was suf­ 
fering from a compound fracture of 
one of the bones of a leg. In her 
honor, the new remedy was named 
“bacitracin.” 
The m aterial has been used in IOO 
cases and a favorable response oc- 
cured in 88 per cent. Among the 
lesions treated were boils, abcessea 
on the face and in and about the 
chest, ulcers, sties, infected cysts, 
and even impetigo. Most of these 
disturbances will respond to peni­ 
cillin altho in this series the older 
wonder drug was tried unsuccess­ 
fully in a few patients. Tile opposite 
sityatici; was also true. No mention 
was made by these authors of its 
use in pneumonia, sinus trouble, 
certain heart Infections, or blood 
poisoning—orders on which peni­ 
cillin usually works like a charm. 
But it is comforting to know th at 
another weapon is available should 
sensitivity to penicillin exist or fail­ 
ure ensue for any reason. 
Bacitracin can be incorporated 
Into a salve or a watery solution 
th at can be applied locally or in­ 
jected 
hypodermically. It 
is not 
toxic and was well tolerated by the 
m ajority of individuals who were 
treated. This is an im portant ob­ 
jective since many of the antibio­ 
tics upon which research has been 
done proved too dangerous for use 
on hum an beings.

such tilings. Flagstad Is currently 
the greatest of all such singers, 
being possessed of voice and d ra­ 
matic 
capacity suitable 
for 
this 
particular form of art. 
Richard W agner was not only a 
composer, poet and dram atist; he 
was an intense nationalist, deeply 
influenced by those who insisted 
upon the leadership in the European 
culture of Teutonic concepts of life. 
His oper.is revived the spirit of Teu­ 
tonic tradition and although w rit­ 
ten before Hitler wa* born, in­ 
fluenced the whole Nordic trend in 
Europe of which Hitlerism was a 
m anifestation, Of all who composed 
I or opera. Wagner alone represents 
not only a musical essay but also 
a political and philosophic move­ 
m ent. 
A person devoted to W agnerian 
roles is likely to be influenced by 
W agnerian philosophy, for w hereat 
it is passible to sing lieder written 
by composers from Schubert to Ir­ 
ving Berlin without the need for 
profound study of motive and mood, 
it is not possible to be devoted to 
Wagner without being affected by 
him. Lauritz Melcholr will be given 
cs an example of error of my state­ 
ment, for he, unlike Kirsten Flag­ 
stad. remained impervious to G er­ 
manic blandishments in spite of his 
competence as a W agnerian tenor. 
The answer to th at is that some 
are affected one way and some a n ­ 
other, but nobody can be in asso­ 
ciation with Wagner, alive or dead, 
without being influenced or repelled 
by him. To many, W agner is the 
greatest of all compasers of opera. 
So when war came Kirsten Flag-* 
stad was in the dilemma of associa­ 
tion and she chose to return to 
Norway via Germany. In Norway her 
husband was apparently one of the 
Quisling group of Pro-Nazi business 
men and was eventually indicted for 
It. 
The war Ls now some two years 
gone. Hitler is dead and Germany 
has become the ward of the United 
States, which is laboring for her 
survival as a nation at the Moscow 
Conference. It is not probable th at 
Kirsten Flagstad understands the 
economics and politics of tile cur­ 
rent American policy better than 


she did of the Roosevelt policy and 
the Morgenthau Plan. Musicians are 
notoriously one-tracked personali­ 
ties, devoted to their speciality. 
Nevertheless, each human being Ls 
responsible for his own choice and 
Kirsten Flagstad us responsible for 
hers. But does such responsibility 
Justify a life-long, venomous, vin­ 
dictive tiersecution by private indi­ 
viduals bent on receiving their pound 
of flesh? Actually th at is whkt is 
happening. A camarilla of private 
persecutors. Ignoring the legal fact 
th at the Norwegian government pro­ 
vided her with a pairs port to come 
to this country and th at the govern­ 
m ent of the United States permitted 
her to enter and live here, devote 
themselves to vilification, attack and 
boycott. They arrogate to themselves 
a routine function of government. 
Most, of thane who engage in this 
campaign of hate call themselves 
“liberals.” 'llley ask for tolerance. 
They demand the right, of difference 
of opinion. They ask for Justice for 
themselves but reject it for others. 
They denounce as persecution every 
m anifestation of dislike for and dis­ 
crim ination against themselves, but 
insist upon their right to dislike any­ 
one and to discriminate against any­ 
one. They protest persecution and 
boycott, but they persecute and boy­ 
cott. They are totally without pity, 
mercy, charity or understanding of 
hum an vagaries. They make hate 
their standards and brazen it before 
the world. 
So they try to spoil Flagstads 
concerts by frightening audiences 
away. They create the impression 
th at they will send rowdies to her 
concerts who will embarrass the 
audiences. They live in a frenzy of 
sadism, tortured leat approving lis­ 
teners applaud Flagstad's Is'olde. be­ 
cause they oppose what they assume 
is her politics. 
Of course, they will fail. As long 
as Flagstads voice holds, tha^e who 
thrill to the music of W agner will 
want to hear her in Die Walkuere 
or in Lohengrin or in The Ring.

stance. while despising his politics. 
Just as it is possible to listen to 
Prokofieff w i t h o u t remembering 
th at he is a Communist.

Education and religion are 
the hope of democracy; but just 
now most people are impervious to 
good ideas, immune to wise advice 
and hard boiled on every front 
People are getting information by 
newspapers, radio and movies; but 
not wisdom and self-control. These 
latter are spiritual qualities winch 
we get only by our m other s knees, 
or on our own knees. We question 
the crude dogma of the old fashion­ 
ed revivalists; but thev have chang­ 
ed more lives for the bettei than all 
the school committees ot America. 
W hether people can't learn or won t 
learn. I do not know; but I ain 
very sure that spending more tax 
money on schools will not sohe 
juvenile delinquency. 
Children Need Work 
This present howl for more money 
for schools as a solution to our so­ 
cial troubles reminds me of the other 
cure-alls which have been offered 
during my day. When I started in 
business T R Roosevelt was busting 
tile Trusts as a cure-all. G reat 
fights resulted In dissolving the To­ 
bacco Trust, the Standard Oil Trust 
and the Railroad Trusts. Yet. after 
tlie.se popular movements were put 
over, the cost of tobacco, oil and 
freight was higher than ever. Wom­ 
an's suffrage. Prohibition and the 
New Deal were all tried with good 
intentions; but with what results? 
If more money will get us more 
conscientious and 
devoted school 
teachers, well and good; but it won t. 
Our schools are too imbedded in lo­ 
cal laddies. 
Gymnasiums, school 
bands, basket ball and the other 
extra-curricular 
stuff, 
does 
not 
make wiser children. It would do 
far more good to relax the laws now 
preventing 
the 
employment 
of 
children during vacation. Moreover, 
minimum wage laws should not ap­ 
ply to any under 21 years of age. 
Young people learn mostly through 
applying their knowledge. MORE 
work is what they need. Let s return 
to the apprentice system. 
Adult E d u c a tio n 
This brings me to the subject of 
adult education The brain is much 
like the blood As the blood can ab­ 
sorb only so much vitamin, so the 
brain 
can 
absorb 
only so much 
knowledge. Hence, education will be 
improved, not by spending more 
money on present high schools, but 
by encouraging more self-supporting 
adult courses and serving people 
when thev finally want to learn 
something. . 
The greatest opportunity facing 
school committees lies with adult

Fuller Planning Effort 
Is Another Objective 


The report stated the Municipal 
Planning and Zoning Commission

recommends that planning “ might 
extend beyond its present confines. 
"Not only should the city govern­ 
ment plan Its physical plant, both 
public and private; it should also 
plan for orderly development of gov­

of government, the mayor said he 
has always favored such changes in 
the city a government.

Several 
other occupants of the holed started 
to climb out of windows, apparently 
intending to jump to the street but 
all of them were talked out of leap­ 
ing by firemen and policemen.

Va., made a 
rope front bedclothing and, grasping 
it, climbed from his window 50 feet 
above Wills Creek.
